BRAZIL AND PLANE

RIO DE JANEIRO, 
(AP)—Portusuese rebel leader 
Capt. Henrique Galvao was 
barred from Brazil today and or- 
dered to get out on the same 
plane that brought him and six 
rebel companions here from Da- 
kar, Senegal.

HOLLANDIA, New Guinea, 
Nov. 21 (AP)—A land, sea and 
air rescue force searched in a 
wild coastal area of southwestern 
New Guinea today for Michael 
Rockefeller, missing 23-year-old 
son of New York Gov.

Companicn Rescued.

tempting to reach land with the 
help of a makesnift float ol 
empty gasoline cans. 

Wassink told rescuers the two 
sct out last Thursday to tour 
the mouth of the Eilenden river 
in a prahu, a small native boat.

He said they lost their out- 
board motor and the river cur- 
rent carried them into Flamingo 
bay where heavy seas over- 
turned the craft.

in Catsup Buying 


Cause Bottlenecks for Military 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 21 (UPI) 
—The Department of Defense is 
easing its way out of a fine ket- 
tle of catsup. 

The General Accounting Of- 
fice, which checks on spending 
by federal agencies, said today 
it found that the military sub- 
sistence supply agency at Chi- 
caro had purchased hundreds 
of thousands of dollars worth of 
catsup in the wrong size or type 
of container. 

The GAO found that in fiscal 
1958 the tood purchasing agency 
bought far too much catsup in 
14-ounce bott!es and far too lit- 
tle in No. 10 cao*, holding 7.4 
pounds each. 

When the agency was unable 
to fill service requisitions for 
cans, it had to send 3,100,000 
pounds of bottled catsup = in- 


stead, adding $154,000 to pack- 
aging and transportation costs. 
Then, an overpurchase of catsup 
in special containers for over- 
seas shipment forced substitu- 
tion of 3,500,000 pounds of ex- 
port-packed condiment for do- 
mestic orders, costing another 

55,000. 

The auditors said they started 

following the catsup trail just 
in time to prevent another big 
excess outlay. The 
agency, determined not to get 
caught the same way twice, or- 
dered too much catsup in cans 
and not enough in bottles for 
fiscal 1959. 
' The GAO said when it pointed 
out the problem to the agency, 
it was able to cancel orders for 
1,800,000 pounds of catsup in 
cans and save $178,000.

KENNEDY SESSULS. BANS

VIEWS ARE SAI

President Reported to 
Have Assured Visitor 
on Equality in Arms 
and on Bonn- Berlin 
Unity.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 21—Pres- 
ident Kennedy and Chancellor 
Adenauer of West Germany 
conferred at length again today 
in the second round of their 
talks aimed at reaching a com- 
mon negotiating position on West 
Berlin and Germany. 

Although official comment thus 
far was confined to generalities 
there appeared to be reason to 
believe that the two were be- 
ginning to narrow the differences 
that have grown up in recent 
weeks between Bonn and Wash- 
ington. 

Adenauer arrived at the White 
House promptly at 11 a.m. for 
his second conference with Mr. 
Kennedy. He was ushered inside 
immediately. 

Adenauer Has Cold, 

The German ambassador, Wil- 
helm Grewe, told reporters that 
a cold which Adenauer devel- 
oped yesterday is better. Be- 
cause of his cold, Adenauer did 
not attend a ‘‘working dinner’’ 
last night of United States and 
West German officials. 

Grewe and two German minis- 
ters, Foreign Minister Gerhard 
Schroeder and Defense Minister 
Franz-Josef Strauss, preceded 
Adenauer by a few minutes at 
the White House. ; 

They had held an earlier meet- 
ing with Secretary of State Dean 
Rusk, Secretary of Defense Rob- 
ert S. McNamara and other 
United States officials at the 
State Department. 

Statement Later. 

The White House press office 
announced that there would be 
no statement on the progress of 
the talks until later today. It 
had been expected that a report 
would be issued on how the con- 
versations were going as the 
principals adjourned for a White 
House luncheon in Adenauer’s 
honor. 

After the luncheon, the formal! 
discussion was to be resumed. 
There is the probability of one 
more meeting tomorrow between 
the President and the Chancel- 
lor. This had not oriignally been 
scheduled. Adenauer speaks to- 
morrow at the National Press 
Club and flies back to Bonn in 
the evening. 

Yesterday, Mr. Kennedy and 
Adenauer conferred for an hour 
and 45 minutes with only their 
interpreters present. This was 
to try to come to a direct per- 
sonal understanding without any 
special pleading from either side. 

Assurance on Two Points. 


The President was reported to 
be assuring Adenauer on the two 
points that have principally con- 
cerned the West Germans .n 
their suspicion that the United 
States position on Berlin was 
softening. These were: 

1. There shall be no discrim- 
ination against the German 
forces with respect to nuclear 
weapons and NATO armament, 
Nor will the President agree 
to negotiate on any thinning 
out of arms in a belt in central 
Europe taking in parts of the 
two Germanys, except if this 
in the context of a general 
disarmament discussion. 

2. The objective in any ne- 
gotiation with the Soviets must 
be to strengthen the ties be- 
tween West Germany and West 
Berlin. This is basic to the 
position of Adenauer and his 
new coalition government. 

But these two points are in 
direct opposition to the major 
goals of the Soviet Union in ‘ts 
approach to the Berlin crisis. 
The President and the Chancellor 
are said to have canvassed 
frankly the gap between East 
and West, with Mr. Kennedy 
urging some flexibility in the 
Western position and Adenauer 
insisting that any show of will- 
ingness to accept change will be 
taken by the Soviets as weak- 
ness.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 21—The 
Communist party has failed to 
meet the ccadline for. rezistering 
under the Internal Security Act, 
thus moving the Government’s 
ll-year legal struggle into a new 
phase. 

The deadline for party regis- 
apprcved by the Su- 
preme Court, was last midnight 
but the Department of Justice 
said today it had received noth- 
ing from the party’s headquar- 
ters in New York and did not 
expect any cOmmunication. 

This came as no surprise, how- 
ever, because last week attor- 
neys for the party notified At- 
torney General Robert F. Ken- 
nedy there would not be com- 
pliance. The Attorney General 
replied that he would prosecute 
‘* the party ignored the order. 
The party’s attorneys contended 
that compliance would subject 
Communist officers to self-in- 
crimination in violation of their 
rights under the Fifth Amend- 
ment. 

The act—in the courts from 
1950 until the Supreme Court up- 
held its provisions last June— 
calls for the Communist party to 
register as an arm of the Soviet 
government, listing its officers, 
finances and other details.

Soviet delegate Valerian A. 
Zorin indicated initially that he 
had serious objections to only 
one of seven amendments. of- 
fered by the United States to a 
resolution sponsored by Liberia, 


Ceylon and the United Arab 
Republic. 

He spoke in the 1l-nation Se- 
curity Council where several 


delegates, including United States 
Ambassador Adlai E. Stevenson, 
expressed satisfaction and urged 
an immediate. vote. 

Takes Floor Again. 

Then Zorin took the floor a 
second time, and said he had ob- 
jections to other United States 
amendments and that he would 
vote against at least four. 

It appeared likely that the 
Asian-African resolution would 
finally be approved with what- 
ever United States amendments 
the Russians failed to veto. 

Thus the United States would 
succeed in broadening the origi- 
nal draft to include secessionist 
activities in other parts of The 
Congo besides Katanga prov- 
ince. It still would place major 
stress on Katanga, however, in 
its directives for ending opposi- 
tion to the Leopoldville govern- 
ment. 

Other Proposals. 

One of the amendments, which 
the Russians threatened to veto, 
would heve authorized Thant to 
reorganize and retrain the cen- 
tral government’s armed forces.

West Berlin Police Drive Back 


Youths Trying to Storm Wall 


BERLIN, Nov. 21 (AP)—West 
Berlin police brandishing clubs 
last night drove back hundreds 
of West Berlin youths who tried 
to storm the Communist-built 
border barrier with cries that 
“The wall must go.” 

East Berlin police opened up 
on the angry demonstrators with 
water cannon and tear gas 
grenades and drew tear gas fire 
from the West 
About 200 grenades were thrown 


Berlin police. 


over the wall in the exchange. 
There were no serious injuries. 
The demonstrations marked the 
100th day since East Germany 


started erecting the wall to seal 
off the main escape route for 
East German residents fleeing 
the Communist regime. 

The flare-up came as East 
Berlin labor forces struggled to 
strengthen the 25-mile wall into 
a concrete and steel tank trap. 
The work got under way Sunday 
and prompted speculation that 
the Communists were preparing 
for a complete shutdown of the 
East-West border. 

Started After Parade. 

The youths’ charge 
came after a_ torchlight pro- 
cession in which an estimated 
20,000 marched five miles 
through downtown West Berlin 
in an anniversary abservance 
led by Ernst Lemmer, West Ger- 
man Cabinet minister, and Otto 
Bach, Speaker of the West Ber- 
lin City Parliament. 


Speaking to the ‘housands who 
gathered at a symbolic flame in 
the Reichskanzlerplatz which is 
supposed to burn until Germany 
is reunited, a student leader 
assailed East German Commu- 
nist boss Walter Ulbricht. 

“Away with the Communist 
criminals—away with Ulbrict,” 
shouted Juergen Wohlrabe, chair- 
man of the West Berlin Student 
Federation. 

A cry of “To the wall” swelled 
through one group which broke 
off and headed down the Kaiser- 
damm toward the Brandenburg 
Gate. 

Police herded most into side 
streets but about 1000 of the 
demonstrators surged past the 
Soviet war memorial and down 
the street. A line of 150 police 
blocked their advance and the 
youths sat down in the roadway.

West Berlin police then drove 
back the marchers and by mid- 
night reported all was quiet. 

Tonight 12 West Berlin police- 
men dispersed 60 West Berlin 
youths who tried to demonstrate

Wilhelmstrasse, a block from the 
Friedrichstrasse crossing point, 
in another demonstration. 


Red Papers Blame Clay. 

Communist newspapers in East 
Berlin today blamed Gen. 
Lucius D, Clay, President Ken- 
nedy’s envoy to Berlin, for their 
strengthening of the wall with 
tank barriers. 

An editorial in Neues Deutsch- 
land, the official Communist 
daily, quoted Clay as saying the 
Western Allies should have torn 
down the wall by force. 

‘‘This,”” said the paper, “‘was 
obviously not only criticism of 
the past, but an expression of 
Clay’s wish-dreams for the fu- 
ture. He has already demon- 
strated clearly enough by his 
tank show at Friedrichstrasse 
how such an act of force would 
be staged.”

been fired as deputy commis- 
sioner of the Federal Housing 
Administration because of a col- 
umnist’s report that he lost 
7000 last year in a blackjack 
game at a builders’ convention. 


An FHA spokesman said today 
that Cash was dismissed “for 
the good of the housing agen- 
cies.”” Edwin G. Callahan, an as- 
sistant FHA commissioner, was 
designated acting deputy until 
Cash’s post is filled. 

Cash said yesterday he had 
been given the chance to resign 
when it became known that a 
column by Drew Pearson report- 
ing the card game would appear. 
(Pearson’s column appears on 
Page IC of today’s Post - Dis- 
patch.) 

Cash said he refused because 
he thought a resignation might 
be construed as an admission of 
improper conduct—‘‘This I would 
not concede.”’ 

Cash. said the game took place 
in 1960 at the convention of Na- 
tional Association of Home Build- 
ers in Chicago, before he was 
appointed to his position with 
the FHA. At the time Cash was 
on the staff of the Senate Bank- 
ing Committee. 

He said last night there were 
no implications the incident 
could ever “influence my official 
actions.”’ 


In his statement—obtained last 
night by telephone—Cash told of 
the card game and of the $7000 
which he said he did not have 
to pay: 


‘Approximately two years ago | 


a sociable and friendly card 
game was permitted to reach 
ridiculous proportions. 

“Subsequently, the other party 
agreed that the whole affair had 
been an unintentional mistake 
and that it should be forgotten 
Me both of us.

Cash’s statement said that in 
23 years of public service he had 
never violated his oath of office 
or used his office for public 
gain. 

“IT am aware of press reports 
concerning an unfortunate inci- 
dent in my past,” he said. 
“While I regret the incident 
deeply as an error of judgment, 
I state without reservation that 
at no time has it involved a 
breach of trust or conflicted with 
my official duties.’’

~—India’s defense minister and 
chief United Nations délegate, 
V. K. Krishna Menon, said today 
he saw no reason why a test 
ban treaty could not be signed 
by the major nuclear powers. 

After a 30-minute talk with 
President Kennedy at the White 
House, the Indian diplomat told 
reporters it would be helpful in 
reaching such an agreement if 
there were no more nuclear ex- 
plosions. 

Menon, whose attitude on East- 
West issues and particularly on 
nuciear testing has angered 
many United States officials, 
flew here on a long-standing in- 
vitation from Mr. Kennedy. 

He declined to discuss his 
conversation with the President. 
He described his visit as a cour- 
tesy call. 

Asked if tensions were rising 
between India and Communist 
China over their border dispute, 
Menon said: ‘‘There are differ- 
ences between us but no active 
hostility.” 

He was questioned about in- 
creased military assistance to 
South Viet Nam and Laos. He 
said the Indian point of view was 
that it was better not to allow 
war material to be sent to either 
side.

Acted Within 6- 
Month Probationary 
Period—Case Taken 


Under Advisement. 


A lawyer for Edison J. Watt 
contended last night that Watt's 
dismissal as St. Louis county col- 
lector was illegal because it was 
one day late, under civil service 
rules, and was done without the 
consent of the director of the 
county Civil Service Commission. 

The attorney, H. Jackson 
Daniel, appeared at the commis- 
sion’s final hearing on the dis- 
missal. Others heard at length 
last night were Watt and James 
W. Hopkins, the director of reve- 
nue, who fired him. The com- 
mission took the case under ad- 
visement. 

Hopkins contended that he had 
acted within the six-month pro- 
bationary period for which Watt 
was employed last May. Daniel 
maintained that this period ended 
Nov. 3, and that Watt’s succes- 
sor was not qualified until the 
following day. 

Incompetence Charged. 

At last night’s hearing the prin- 
cipals in the case, Hopkins and 
Watt, presented their views of 
the controversy, with Hopkins 
arguing that Watt was inefficient 
and not competent to hold th 
job. 

At a previous hearing Nov. 8 


Hopkins refused to testify under 
oath, saying that he was not 
covered by civil service and did 
not wish to submit to cross- 
examination “by anyone, includ- 
ing those not members of the 
commission.” 

He testified for more than 


three hours of last night’s five- 
hour session, saying he was 
doing so in the public interest. 
Hopkins explained to a report- 
er that he decided to testify in 
order to answer charges and 
*“innuendoes” made at other 
hearings. At the outset of the 
investigation, he said, he had 
no private legal counsel and fol- 


Jowed ‘‘a wait and see attitude.”’ 
He appeared last night with 


Michael J. Aubuchon as his at- 
torney. 


Objection by Watt. 

One of Watt’s proposals for 
office procedure was the use of 
hidden microphones at various 
counters to record conversations 
between taxpayrs and office 
workers, Hopkins said. He said 
he considered this equivalent. to 

*‘bugging’’ and would have none 
of it. 

Watt defended the proposal, 
saying it was widely used by 
utility companies ‘“‘to sample the 
quality of contacts’’ between em- 
ployes and customers, 

Watt objected, in -rebuttal tes- 
timony, that Hopkins’s descrip- 
tion the hidden microphone 
proposal was slanted ‘“‘to make 
it sound like something hideous.” 

Deciaring that utility firms use 
such devices “regularly and al- 
ways,” Watt said the micro- 
phones would have been in- 
stalled with the full knowledge 
of office employes and would 
have served a psychological pur- 
ose. 

The office had received com- 
plaints in June that some em- 
ployes had been discourteous to 
taxpayers, he said. 

Hopkins testified that Watt had 
hurt office morale by installing 
a telephone system that per- 
mitted him to listen to any con- 
versation with any member of 
his staff. 

Watt said the telephone setup 
was recommended by a member 
of the public works staff, so that 
Watt would not have to go to an 
outer office to answer calls on 
certain lines.

Turnstile Proposal. 

Hopkins said Watt proposed 
the use of turnstiles at the two 
main doors of the collector's of- 
fice, to channel the movement of 
persons into and out of the of- 
fice. Hopkins said he opposed 
the idea 

Hopkins asserted that Watt 
never realized the magnitude of 
his responsibilities, wrote ‘‘end- 
less” office procedures, and 
opposed mechanization and 
changes in the office. He said 
Watt by-passed his chief deputy, 
James F. Bell, now acting col- 
lector for a 30-day period. 

“As early as Aug. 4 I realized 
that Mr. Watt could not possibly 
do the job,” Hopkins said. “Mr. 
Watt has been indifferent to al- 
most everthing we tried to do 
in the collector's office. I think 
he was op a merry-go-round 
over procedures.”’

He said it ap- 
peared the fire started on the 
second floor in a front room and 
spread up the stairway and 
through the ceiling to the third 
floor. 

He said Jones told him that 
Allen did not live in the house, 
but had been visiting an occupant 
of the building. The third floor 
was not occupied but had furni- 
ture in it, Maehl quoted Jones as 
saying, and Allen apparently 
went upstairs and went to sleep 
instead of going to his home 
nearby.

In addition, the companies 
can increase their capital funds 
by the sale of additional capital 
stock to the public. Forty-one of 
the SBICs have sold stock to the 
public and 17 others have filed 
registration statements with the 
Securities and Exchange Com- 
mission in preparation for the 
public sale of stock. 

Banks are another source of 
funds for SBICs. The SBA 
places the loan with a bank 
and receives a 1 percent fee. 
The bank can charge 4 per cent 
interest rate, making a total 
cost of 5 per cent to the SBIC. 
About $3,500,000 of such loans 
have been arranged so far, it 
was reported. 

The SBICs have lent nearly 
$150,000,000 so far, the SBA re- 
ports.

THE REPORT that Gen. Maxwell Taylor made to President

Studying it before he took off to speak in the West, the Presi- 


dent in his sobering words on the limits of American power and 


influence, had the Taylor report 

The report is far more than 
a military document. It faces 
up to the uncertain political sit- 
uation in South Viet Nam and 
what should be done in Saigon 
by the Viet Namese government 
of President Ngo Dinh Diem and 
what must be done from this 


capital in collaboration with 
Diem. 
In this it reflects Taylor’s 


broad grasp of world problems 
and the incisive quality of his 
mind. After a punishing tour that 
included jeeping through the jun- 
gle, low-flying helicopter flights 
over the mountainous terrain 
and lengthy conferences with 
Diem and others in his govern- 
ment as well as Americans in 
South Viet Nam, he had two 
days in Baguio, the mountain re- 
sort in the Philippines. There 
he wrote the core of the report. 
Certain of Taylor’s military 
recommendations have _ been 
made known. They are aimed 
at making more effective use 
of the large force that Diem 
has under arms. The army is to 
be increased to a strength of 
170,000. In addition, more than 
100,000 men are in the armed 
police and village militia. These 
forces have been equipped with 
American military aid totaling 
more than a billion dollars. 


ONE WEAKNESS of the South 
Viet Nam forces is in intelli- 
gence, which has been diffuse 
and contradictory with separate 
intelligence services working at 
cross purposes.

AUGUSTA, Ga., Nov. 21 (AP)

bol of East Germany’s failure. 

Eisenhower touched on major 
world issues in a speech to the 
Central Savannah River Area 
Chapter of the Association of 
the United States Army. It was 
his first public address in Au- 
gusta, where he spent many va- 


cations as President and is 
vacationng now. : 
The former President said 


Laos is a stepping stone for 
Communism to Southeast Asia 
and eventually the rest of the 
world. Of the United Nations, 
Eisenhower said, “‘Russia uses 
it not for peace but to degrade 
the United States and other 
countries” opposed to Commu- 
nism. 

The major part of his speech 
was on the.jmportance of the 
Army, which Eisenhower said 
protects “human dignity and 
individual integrity’’ as well as 
life and property. 

*“‘We shall never be an aggres- 
sor, but woe to anyone who 
attacks us,” he said.

West Germans Believe Chance 
Of War Over Berlin Is Slight

WHILE MANY AMERICANS are pessimistic about Berlin 
being settled peacefully, the people of West Germany show rela- 
tively little fear about the tension there triggering a war. 


Nearly half of the West Ger- 
man people say they do not be- 
lieve the Berlin crisis will lead 
to war. Another one in three 
concedes that there is some pos- 
sibility of this happening. 

But only one West German in 
20—in a survey by the Gallup- | 
affiliated EMNID organization— 
sees war as a likely consequence 
of the situation in the former 
German capital. 

These attitudes contrast sharp- 
ly with war fears in the United 
States which — spurred by the 
Berlin tension—rose last month 
to a 10-year high point, 

In West Germany, interview- 
ers put this question to a cross- 
sectoin of the public: 


“Do you think it is very like- 
ly, possible, or unlikely that 
the Berlin crisis is going to 
lead to war?” 
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The replies: 
Unlikely 49% 
Some possibility — — — 36 
Very likely — — — — 5

The Dominican Gamble 


In sending naval forces to the Dominican 
area, the United States gambled with Latin 
American opinion as well as with the results 
in the Dominican Republic. 
neuver seems to have been successful; at least 
the departure of the late Dictator Trujillo's 
heirs should permit the democratization of 
the island country. 

Dictator Trujillo was assassinated last May, 

. but that did not end the dynasty which had 
ruled for 31 years. His brothers remained. 
His son, Gen. Rafael Trujillo Jr. became 
armed forces chief. President Joaquin Bala- 
guer’s promises of democracy were discount- 
ed because of his lack of full power. Conse- 
quently the opposition groups refused to join 
in a coalition government as long as the Tru- 
jillos remained. 


For months Washington’s policy seemed to 
be inertly caught in a dilemma: whether to 
help stabilize a nation still in the grip of a 
residual tyranny, or whether to help liberal- 
ize the government at the risk of inviting a 
revolt, possibly from the left. A week ago 
the United States suggested that the Organi- 
zation of American states relax the sanctions 
imposed against the late dictator, as recogni- 
tion that progress toward democracy had been 
made. This proposal was premature, because 
an OAS committee had just found insufficient 
signs of such progress and the sister repub- 
lics were unsympathetic. 

The United States was rescued from this 
proposal the very next day by the return to 
the Dominican Republic of two Trujillo broth- 
ers. The possibility that they might take 
over the government completely gave the 
United States an excuse to change its mind, 
and to act. Secretary of State Rusk offered 
President Balaguer troops if he needed them 
and American warships and Marines were 
off the coast. Then when Dominican air 
force turned against them, all the Trujillos 
departed. 

For the United States, the show of force 
was a gamble, and the final odds have yet to 
be reckoned. A military demonstration off 
the coast of a sister republic, even for good 
cause, is a risky business in Latin America 
where memories of Yankee interventions 
are long and bitter. This time, however, Latin 
opinion may overlook or perhaps forgive 
Washington’s action. It did encourage the 
exit of a dictatorship to which all Latin Amer- 
ica was opposed; it does help to prove that the 
United States no longer has a double standard 
favoring dictators of the right and hostile to 
those of the left. 

For the Dominican people, the episode 
should have constructive results. It frees 
the political opposition to join a coalition gov- 
ernment if they wish.to do so. Their action 
will depend upon positive assurances from 
the Balaguer government on the course it 
will take. If the eventual result is new liber- 
ty in the old home of a tyrant, the whole 
hemisphere may well applaud 


Hearing or Circus? 

The military “gag” hearings which Senator 
Thurmond of South Carolina demanded are 
scheduled to start in January, with the 
Senator apparently dedicated to turning them 
into a right-wing circus. 

Senator Thurmond, an ultra-conservative 
himself, based his proposal for the hearings 
on the censorship of speeches by ultra-con- 
servative military officers, such as Maj. Gen. 
Edwin A. Walker, a member of the radical 
John Birch Society. The Senator did not 
mention any other kind of speeches by offi- 
cers representing any other kind of views. 

Having made his purpose clear from the 
start, Senator Thurmond has now employed 
a retired Army officer of similar sentiments 
as his counsel for the Preparedness subcom- 
tee inquiry. Gunther (Gary) Ilartel served for 
a time as vice president of the National Free- 
dom Education Center at Briarcliff Manor, 
N.Y., a kind of clearing house for pre-Cam- 
brian opinions. He has been quoted as say- 
ing, in one speech, that freedom of speech 
provides the Communists with their most 
valuable weapon. He has appeared in those 
forums which, President Kennedy has said, 
breed “counsels of fear and suspicion.” 

The coming hearings should not breed any- 
thing but facts. The subject for the inquiry 
is a serious one: to what extent high military 
men can use their positions to spread their 
personal ideologies and, more important, 
whether under the constitutional principle of 
civilian control of the military such excur- 
sions into politics can be restrained. Chair- 
man Stennis of Mississippi, Senator Syming- 
ton of Missouri and other members of the 
subcommittee face a difficult responsibility 
in keeping the inquiry within these limits, and 
off-limits to brimstone »ropagandists. 


Task for the World Court 


The proposal to seek advice from the Inte: 
national Court of Justice on a way to end 
the United Nations financial crisis is de- 
scribed as the first fresh idea to come out of 
the year-old impasse over lack of support for 
military operations in The Congo and the 
Middle East. 

Under the proposal, made by a special 
15-nation U.N. committee, the World Court 
would be asked to decide whether the obliga- 
tion to pay for certain activities authorized 
in the U.N, Charter is legally binding under 
Article 17, which states that “the expenses 
of the organization shall be borne by the 
members as apportioned by the General 
Assembly.” 

The Communist bloc, the French, most 
Arab states, Belgium, Portugal and South Afri- 
ca have endeavored to exert a “financial veto” 
over actions they do not like. Other nations 
complain of inability to pay. Of the $148.- 
000,000 assessed for the Congo operation by 
the end of last month nearly $58,000,000 has 
yet to‘be paid, and the question of: how to pay 
for the $20,000,000 authorized for the re- 
mainder of 1961 has not come up. Delin- 
quent payments for keeping U.N. troops in 
the Gaza Strip date back to 1957 and total 
$27,000,000. 

Ambassador Stevenson says the United 
States has paid nearly half the costs of the 
Congo action and will not bail out the U.N. 
_Perhaps an appeal to the World Court would 


have some effect if the recalcitrant nations. 


would abide by the decision. It seems to us 
the Court would be bound to rule that the 
members must give financial support to U.N, 
actions, and that would stamp refusal to pay 
as illegal. But would it produce the cash? 
As we have noted before, the real question 
is whether the 103 member nations want to 
see the U.N, flourish. If so they will pay their

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bills. If a World Court opinion will exert 
pressure on them to do so, the approach 
should at least be tried. 


Bolling for Floor Leader 


It is welcome news that Representative 
Richard Bolling of Kansas City has decided 
to bid for the post of Democratic floor leader 
when the incumbent, Representative John Mc- 
Cormack of Massachusetts, becomes Speaker 
of the House, as is now expected. Mr. Bolling 
has proved himself one of the ablest young 
leaders in Congress and he is assured of sub- 
stantial backing from northern and western 
liberals, as well as from some southerners. 

Mr. Bolling was a sort of protege of the 
late Speaker Rayburn, which should attest to 
his parliamentary skill, party loyalty, vigor 
and discretion. Furthermore, it suggests that 
although he has a liberal voting record (he 
calls himself a moderate) he can get along 
with conservatives. Otherwise Mr. Rayburn, 
a conservative by nature, hardly would have 
taken an interest in his advancement. 

The other candidate for floor leader is Rep- 
resentative Carl Albert of Oklahoma, also an 
able congressman. Mr. Albert has an excel- 
lent background — intercollegiate oratorical 
champion, Phi Beta Kappa and Rhodes Schol- 
ar—and has served in Congress since 1947. 
Since 1955 he has been majority whip, or as- 
sistant floor leader. He too calls himself a 
moderate, but he has a good deal more south- 
ern conservative backing than Mr. Bolling. 

Indeed, it is Mr. Albert’s supporters rather 
than Mr. Albert that raise questions. Among 
these supporters is Representative Howard 
W. Smith of Virginia, the ultra-conservative 
chairman of the House Rules Committee (on 
which Mr. Bolling was Mr. Rayburn’s spokes- 
man). If Mr. Albert was too deeply indebted 
to Judge Smith it would limit his effective- 
ness on progressive legislation, to say the 
least. Mr. Bolling thinks, to use his own 
words, that he has been “a major thorn in 
Judge Smith's side.” 

The contest for floor leader, to be decided 
early in January, is important” because the 
real prize could well be the Speakership when 
Mr. McCormack, who will be 70 years old 
next month, retires. Democratic congress- 
men will have this in mind when they signify 
their choice; they could do no better than to 
select Mr. Bolling. 


Unsegregated Rights 


The federal Civil Rights Commission’s new 
report on cases of police brutality should en- 
courage public awareness of what civil rights 
mean.’ Though the Commission finds that 
Negroes, proportionately, bear the brunt of 
police lawlessness, the third degree and the 
enforced confession are not subject to racial 
segregation. When law enforcement stoops 
to illegality, not only an individual but the 
public is stripped of the right of legal 
protection. 

Since Reconstruction days, a federal statute 
has prohibited unconstitutional acts by local 
police. The Commission suggests harring spe- 
cific types of police brutality, but the courts, 
at least, have become increasingly alert to 
denials of due process, and brutality is often 
that. It would help, as the Commission sug- 
gests, to let injured citizens recover from 
local governments instead of from the police 
who caused the injury, because suits against 
the latter have been largely ineffective. And 
the Justice Department should be increasing- 
ly vigorous in prosecuting local police who 
violate the Constitution. 

All of these proposals will be more produc- 
tive if the public itself will recognize the vio- 
lation of one man’s rights as an affront to all. 


No Skill, No Work 

The high rate of unemployment among St. 
Louis-area Negroes—about 2% times that of 
white workers—reflects a good deal more 
than racial bias. According to M. Leo Bohanon 
of the St. Louis Urban League, there is rela- 
tively little bias in employment opportuni- 
ties for those who are highly skilled. But the 
bulk of the Negroes in the labor force come 
equipped with only a tenth-grade education 
or less, and their plight is serious indeed. 

Charles DeLargy, director of the St. Louis 
office of the State Division of Employment, 
says there are seven men available for every 
unskilled job opening. Men who are trained 
merely to perform hard manual labor are to 
a large extent permanently out of work. They 
have been replaced by machines. What are 
they to do? 

Retraining is one answer. Another and per- 
haps more effective one is for the community 
to provide conditions under which Negro 
workmen might upgrade their skills, particu- 
larly by helping to open up apprenticeship 
opportunities in craft and other unions. It 
is a dismal fact that of 1477 apprentices in 
programs conducted in the St. Louis area in 
26 crafts, only seven are Negroes. Four 
Negro students started in an electrical ap- 
prentice training course at O’Fallon Tech- 
nical High last month; it was the first time 
Negroes have been admitted to these classes. 

Missouri’s fair employment practices act 
went into effect last month. It prohibits ra- 
cial discrimination in hiring, firing and work- 
ing conditions and—of greater pertinence—it 
applies to labor unions. On the record, the 
unions have been a major factor blocking the 
Negro worker’s access to the skills and train- 


ing so necessary in an increasingly automated 
world. 


Three Out of Five 

The Illinois Senate was indeed magnani- 
mous in approving the appointment of 
Charles W. Gray as chairman of the state’s 
Fair Employment Practices Commission. But 
just to make sure Mr. Gray had proper re- 
spect for government, Senators recalled him 
for additional testimony before confirming 
him. Some were offended because Mr. Gray 
had referred to a Senate committee hearing 
on another FEPC nominee as a “travesty,” 
which it apparently was. 

The subject of this hearing was Earl B. 
Dickerson of Chicago, who was rejected by 
the Republican-dominated bocy on the ground 
he exercised poor judgment in cffiliating with 
organizations later cited by the House Un- 
American Activities Committee. Another 
nominee, Ralph Helstein, also was turned 
down. 

In addition to Mr. Gray, who is industrial 
relations director of Bell and Howell, two 
other FEPC members—Robert J. Myers_ of 
Springfield and Mrs. Orville Foreman of Jack- 
sonville—have been confirmed. So it is up 
to Gov. Kerner to try to fill the two places 
still empty on the five-member board.

Louis: Declining City? 


Education, Job Training, Governmental Reforms Needed to Restore Metropulitan Vigor

Fr. Brown: Let us talk of two things 
—let us talk of people and of jobs. In 
fifteen major met- 
ropolitan areas in 
the past decade, 
The Mirror St. Louis stood 
of eleventh in rate of 
growth. For metro- 
politan areas gen- 
erally, the increase 
in number of peo- 
ple was 26 per cent. In St. Louis, it was 
slightly over 17 per cent. In a 12-year 
period, which ended in 1958, the num- 
ber of jobs in manufacturing in St. 
Louis increased 5 per cent, In the na- 
tion as a whole, they increased 12 per 
cent. So obviously, compared to other 
major areas, and in the nation as a 
whole, we are declining relatively. Dr. 
Sobel, can you add to this? 


Dr, Sobel: Had we started from 1954, 
the decline would have seemed more 
serious. In factory payrolls, in num- 
ber of jobs in manufacturing, we de- 
clined between ’54 and '58 at a rate 
substantially higher than other metro- 
politan areas. In the last two years 
and especially in the last year, we 
have declined in total employment by 
about 22,000. Our labor force, which 
is the number of seeking work in this 
area, has declined in tne last year by 
about 11,000 when normal population 
growth, had we been growing at the 
same rate as other areas, would have 
dictated an increase of 12,000. A rate 
of absolute decline will mean, of 
course, loss of job opportunities, con-

Fr. Brown: With 100 or more munici- 
pal governments, we cannot make a 
centralized attack on any single prob- 
lem. If we wanted to do a major job 
of industrial zoning, to develop indusr 
trial parks, if we wish to improve the 
bulk shipping facilities on the river, 
we have no centralized authority 
through which we can attack it. We 
need some reform in governmental 
structure, 


Dr. Sobel: I think we badly need at 
this point to broaden the functions of 
the Bi-State Authority to include pos- 
sibly transportation, construction of 
docks, wharfs and harbors in this area.

Gore Vidal's ‘‘The Best Man,”’ 
which opened a week’s run at 
the American Theater last night, 
is a crackling drama of dirty 
infighting at a national political 
convention. Under Joseph An- 
thony’s direction, it has enor- 
mous vitality, a tautness from 
the beginning that never lets 
down except for wit as two can- 
didates jockey for a presidential 
nomination. The conflict be- 
tween principle and expediency 
is sharp and_ graphic, sur- 
charged with intensity. It is as 
realistic as today’s newspaper, 


and as exciting as a convention 


itself. 


The fact that the play’s chief 
recognizable | 


contestants carry 
suggestions of facets of tamous 
political personages gives it im- 
mediacy. Certainly, Kent Smith, 
as an urbane, witty and high- 
minded intellectual, a Secretary 
of State, a former Governor and 
a scion of a wealthy eastern 
family, brings to mind Adlai 
Stevenson, with perhaps a touch 
of Nelson Rockefeller. Fending 
off reporters with clever fenc- 
ing, bearing up gracefully under 
the advice of a national com- 
mitteewoman on how to win the 
hearts of women voters, fight- 
ing angrily at pressure to wal- 
low in the mire of slander to 
win a nomination, he is a man 
of high principle and an integ- 
rity which hé battles to hold. 
I’m sure a great many per- 
sons can see a Suggestion or two 
of Richard Nixon in Frank 
Lovejoy’s Senator, a man of ex- 
pediency, of quicksilver political 
opportunism, a politician who 
can present whatever image he 
thinks the American people 
want. The Senator Cantwell of 
the play is ruthless, vastly 
clever, of unbounded ambition, 
a quick and shifty infighter who 


can deftly turn any thrust 
against \him back on the at- 
tacker. 

But there can be no doubt 


about the image called to mind 
by James Westerfield’s ex-Pres- 
ident, a salty, blunt and out-

The character, called Arthur 
Hockstader, knows he is a dy- 
ing man, but he wades with 
relish into his last political 
fight, tough and vital.

Bing also has not’ forgotten his 
emphasis on rewarding players 
on the basis of the club’s final 
resting place in the standing, 
rather than on the basis of in- 
dividual performances. 

“I've had my fill of mediocri- 
tv,” the GM. said.

“I don’t see much chance of 
making a deal before the major 
league meetings,’ Devine said. 
“Right now, if I were asked to 
bet.

One Cardinal player unlikely 
to go on the trading block is 
Flood, who h-s outlasted a pa- 
rade of centerfield candidates 
that incli Jed Jim Beauchamp, 
Don Landrum, Carl Warwick and 
Don Taussig.

Contrary to Grid Rules, 
College Groups Decide 


To Regain 
Ottense

As Pop Ivy and his football 
Cardinal coaching aids today 
turned to the task of putting the 
offense back together, they faced 
what could be a strong Steeler 
defense at Pittsburgh next Sun- 
day. 

Until last Sunday, when the 
Steelers bowed to the Giants in 
the game that placed New York 
at the head of the eastern divi- 
sion in .the National Football 
League, Pittsburgh had demon- 
strated tough defense. 

The Steelers had won three 
straight games, from San Fran- 
cisco, Cleveland and Dallas, and 
had vielded only a single touch- 
down in each contest. 

Gene (Big Daddy) Lipscomb, 
who gained his fame as a giant 
tackle for the the Baltimore Colts 
in their championship years, now 
is a part of the Steeler defensive 
line that Coach Buddy Parker re- 
vamped for this season. 

Formidable Front. 


Another acquisition for that 
line was Lou Michaels, Los An- 
geles end. He and Lipscomb, 
along with the tough 12-season 
veteran Ernie Stautner and the 
six-season player, Joe Krupa, 
make up a formidable front. 

In addition Parker picked up 
from the Colts an experienced 
defensive back, Johnny Sample, 
who had asked to be traded aft- 
er a squabble with Baltimore 
coach Weeb Ewbank. Sample 
has become the ‘“‘stealingest 
Steeler,” as they call him in 
Pittsburgh.

A contract for construction of

FREEDOM RIDERS 
GET JAIL TERM 
IN MONTGOMERY 


Nov. 21 
Riders 


MONTGOMERY, Ala.., 
(AP)—Eleven Freedom 
were convicted last night of 
charges growing out of a bus 
depot integration incident in 
the wake of race riots here last 
May. 

It was the second conviction 
for the group—including Yale 
University chaplain William 5S. 
Coffin Jr. The group had ap- 
pealed to state court after being 
given fines and jail terms earlier 
in county court. 

Circuit Judge Eugene Carter, 
who conducted the one-day trial 
without a jury because none was 
requested, ordered $100 tines 
and 30-day jail terms for the 
ll riders. 

All filed notices of appeal and 
were released under $750 bond 
each. The group includes three 
other white ministers and seven 
Negroes. 

Ten of the defendants were 
convicted of unlawful assembly 
and breach of the peace. The 
eleventh, the Rev. Wyatt Tee 
Walker, an Atlanta Negro leader, 
was convicted only of unlawful 
assembly, but he drew the same 
penalty as the others. 

Talked to Kennedy Aid. 

The Rev. Mr. Coffin, son-in- 
law of pianist Artur Rubinstein, 
testified that he talked with a 
representative of United States 
Attorney Géneral Robert Ken- 
nedy.before he and the others 
came here. The Rev. Mr. Cof- 
fin said he had had a telephone 
call from Burke Marshall, an 
assistant attorney general. 

The Presbyterian minister, .e- 
plying to a question about wheth- 
er the federal official encour- 
aged the challenge of Montgom- 
ery’s bus depot segregation, tes- 
tified: 

““Mr. Marshall said he was not 
intending to interfere but that he 
wanted us to give the decision 
(Freedom Ride) very serious 
consideration.” 

White Men Went Free. 

Defense attorneys, in an effort 
to show that the Riders’ arrest 
was unjustified, brought out tes- 
timony that three white men who 
had poured coffee on the group’s

When McKnight was asked 
about the matter some time ago, 
he indignantly declined to com- 
ment. 

‘What is your interest in this 
thing?”’ he asked. *‘What do you 
expect to get out of it?’’ 

When Dealey himself was que- 
ried, he said: *‘Who are you to 
be interested in this?’’ He added 
that he would not talk about it 
any further, he had company, 
and also a dog that was whelp- 
ing. Asked for an interview at 
his office when he was not busy, 
Dealey replied: ‘‘No. You had 
better watch your step.” 

SIX DAYS AFTER his arrest, 
the Texas publisher paid his fines 
to a member of the Dallas police 
department who went to his of- 
fice to pick up the money. 

On March 4, the morning after 
Dealey’s arrest, the Dallas News 
carried no mention of the 
charges ‘against him.. But it did 
carry an_ editorial, obviously 
written earlier, devoted to traffic 
safety and the evils of drink, to- 
gether with this message: ‘‘In 
Dallas, traffic enforcement was 
hot in February.

IF A HOUSE is properly in- 
Sulated you can put your hands 
on the inside surface of an out- 
side wall and the wall won’t feel 
particularly cool.

Cave Where Indians Lived 9700 Years Ago 


. . . , + , . ° . . . 
Missouri Site Near Mineola Made ‘National Historic Landmark’ Because of Archeological Importance

MINEOLA, Mo., Nov. 21. 

GRAHAM CAVE isn’t .much 
of a cave, as far as size is con- 
cerned, but esthetically it is 
pleasing to the eye. Its entrance 
is in the shape of an almost 
perfect arch which extends from 
but blends: into a hillside, re- 
sembling somewhat the facade 
of a very modern building which 
might have been designed by 
Frank Lloyd Wright. 

For more than a century it 
has enjoyed a measure of fame 
around Montgomery and_ sur- 
rounding counties, largely as a 
geological curiosity, and as a 
center of attraction in what used 
to be a very popular picnic area. 

In the last decade, however, 
it has been acquiring new fame 
as the source of hitherto un- 
known information about  In- 
dians who roamed the Middle 
West more than 7500 years be- 
fore Christ. Among archeolo- 
gists the little cave, which ex- 
tends only about 100 feet back 
into the hillside, is the equiva- 
lent of 100 feet of buried treas- 
ure 

Recently the National Park 
Service designated the cave as 
a ‘National Historic Land- 
mark,” a rather ambiguous 
designation which comes from 
the Historic Sites Act of 1935. 
This act was intended to inven- 
tory and appraise the remaining 
historic sites across the country. 
Graham Cave is the first arche- 
ological site to be so honored. 

The cave is on the Graham 
farm in Montgomery county, 
near Mineola, and both the cave 
and the Graham family are 
closely tied in with the history 
of east central Missouri and 
what might be called Daniel 
Boone country. 

In fact, the Graham farm is 
part of a land grant which be- 
longed to Daniel Morgan Boone, 
son of Daniel Boone. Adjoining 
it is land which was part of the 
grant of Nathan Boone, another 
son. 

Grahams have lived on the 
farm since 1816, and the present 
occupant is Mrs. Ward Darnell, 
great-granddaughter of the man 
who bought the land from’ Dan- 
icl Morgan Boone. Mrs. Dar- 
nell’s daughter and son-in-law, 
Mr. and Mrs. Wilbur Harris, live 
nearby, and their children rep- 
resent the sixth generation of 
(srahams. 

Mrs.. Darnell’s first memories 
of the cave go back to when she 
was a little girl and she walked 
across Buzzard Hollow and up 
the hill, hanging onto her grand- 
father’s hand. He used the cave 
as a hog shelter and would yo 
over every evening to put out 
feed for the hogs. 

The only person, until recent 
years, who ever took any inter- 
est in the cave as a possible 
archeological deposit was her 
grandfather, D. F. (Doc) Gra- 
ham. He and a friend did con- 
siderable excavating at one time 
and amassed quite a collection 
of Indian artifacts. When Gra- 
ham died the artifacts were sent 
to the archeological department 
at Missouri University whee 
they were craied and stored 
away against the day when the 
department could realize its 
dream of having its own mu- 
seum. 


It wasn’t until 1945 that Gra- 
ham Cave was revealed as an 
archeological gold mine and 
then it happened somewhat by 
accident. Ward Darnell had de- 
cided to enlarge the entrance 
to the cave with a bulldozer, 
so he could use it as a place to 
store hay and farm machinery. 
The buildozer started turning 
up arrowheads, spear points 
and even what appeared to be 
human bones. 


Darnell, who had little interest 
in archeology, happened to men- 
tion the fact to Ken Heisserman. 
who does. Heisserman, who op- 
erates a filling station in Mine- 
Ola, has long been a collector, 
and he displays arrowheads in 
the window of his filling station. 

One day Richard Brownless of 
Brookfield, Mo., an ardent ama- 
teur archeologist, stopped at the 
Station for gasoline and asked 
Ken if anything new in artifacts 
had turned up. Heisserman told 
him about the bulldozing at Gra- 
ham Cave. . 

Brownless drove to the Gra- 
ham place, saw what was being 
turned up, and asked Darnell 
not to bulldoze any more until 
an evaluation could be made of 
what was there. 

Darnell agreed and Brown- 
less immediately got in touch 
with Dr. Carl Chapman, head 
of the American archeology de- 
partment at the University of 
Missouri, and with Jesse FE. 
Wrench, professor of archeology 
and then president of the Mis- 
souri Archeological Society. 

Dr. Chapman went to the cave 
and took a look and that was 
all he needed. The Darnells 
graciously agreed to allow the 
University to excavate, and not 
to do any more bulldozing 

In 1949, a crew of archeologic- 
al students from the university, 
together with members of the 
Missouri Archeological Society, 
set up camp in Buzzard Hollow 
and went to work. What they 
discovered shed new light on a 
period of history, the archaic 
period, which nas long been the 
subject of more speculation than 
knowledge among archeologists. 


In fact, findings in the cave 
have set back the date of 
man’s habitation of the mid- 
west by several thousand 
years. Evidence taken from 
an unearthed fireplace in the 
cave, in the form of burned 
bone and charcoal, was sent 
to the University of Michigan 
for radio-carbon tests. 

The tests proved the relics

were 9700 years old, give or 
take a half century. Until the 
excavation of Graham Cave, 
the oldest known existence of 
human habitation in the Mid- 
die West went back approxi- 
mately 3500 years. 


Beyond the fact they were 
there, the excavations don’t tell 
much about these early Indians, 
«Dr. Chapman reported. Evi- 
dence indicated they were a 
wandering tribe who lived by 
hunting and fishing. There was 
no evidence of agriculture, no 
pottery. However, excavations 
have revealed that inhabitants 
of the cave at a later period 
made and used pottery. 

The cave, Dr. Chapman re- 
ported, could have been used as 
a resting or temporary camping 
location by tribes as they passed 
through. Its location is ideal. 
Situated on a hillside with the 
opening to the south, it would 
provide ideal shelter from cold 
north winds. 

Scientists unearthed 14 large 
stones, assembled in a manner 
which indicated they might have 
been used as a council table, or 
for some kind of ceremony. Parts 
of 10 skeletons have been uncov- 
ered and the manner of their 
burial indicates a belief in the 
supernatural, Dr. Chapman said. 

Excavations at a_ shallower 
level indicate, the report states, 
that following the archaic period 
the cave was perhaps unoccupied 
for several thousand years. Then 
about 2500 years ago, it was used 
again, over a period of 1000 
years or more. Artifacts found at 
this level indicate, by pottery 
fragments and bone tools, a 
more advanced culture. 

For nearly 150 years, the 
Grahams had looked upon the 
cave as nothing more than a 
picturesque spot, convenient as 
a shelter for animals. 

The first Graham to come to 
Montgomery county was Robert 
Graham, in 1816. He came from 
Christian county, Ky., and 
bought 423 acres of the Boone 
grant. He built a small log house 
in Buzzard Hollow, and a few 
years later built a large white 
frame house on a hilltop across 
Buzzard Hollow from the cave. 

The house has a white-pillared 
porch which looks out on the 
hills but hasn’t been used for 
years. The lane leads up the hill 
to the back door, which has a 
less forbidding aspect. There we 
were greeted by Mrs. Darnell, 
a genial, middle-aged woman 
who might be described as a 
D.A.R. in’ blue jeans.

I know nothing about 
this problem, except that it can be quite painful, but do not 
wish to waste my doctor’s time if nothing can be done for it,

I would say 
that you have not 
been correctly in- 
formed. While 
there is no “cure’’ 
for arthritis, there 
are a number of 
ways of relieving 
the discomfort, de- 
pending on exactly 
what type is in- 
volved. 

Es First find out 

whether you have 
DR. MOLNER arthritis, or some 
other ailment that is causing the pain. If it is annoying 
enough to be a cause of concern, it warrants diagnosis. 


Painful joints in the jaw can be the result of an 
abnormal “‘bite’’—the teeth not coming together exactly 
as they should. This, of course, is in the province of 
the dentist, and when he rules out that, it’s time to 
look elsewhere. 

Gout, for example, can affect the jaw joint. This 
ean be treated effectively. 

Rheumatoid arthritis may be causing the trouble 
(and, probably, elsewhere as well). If this is the cause, 
it most definitely should be under treatment during the 
acute phase, to limit after-effects. 

If it is osteo-arthritis, medication (and perhaps 
other measures of a simple but effective sort) can 
reduce the painfulness and help prevent worsening of 
the condition. 

But guesswork is of no use. An expert diagnosis is 
required to know what to do next. Hence you would 
not be wasting your doctor’s time.

passengers were allowed to 
transfer to the Mayflower. 

During a visit in Plymouth, 
Mass., I went aboard the May- 
flower II. It was built 4s nearly 
as possible as a duplicate of the 
original, and I was impressed 
by its small size, The Pilgrims 
were crowded together while 
crossing the Atlantic. 

The original Mayflower car- 
ried 102 passengers and about 
30 sailors. The vessel was de- 
scribed as being ‘180-tons bur- 
den.” 

The voyage started in Septem- 
ber and 66 days later, the Pil- 
grims reached the small harbor 
of Cape Cod. That was the end 
of the ocean crossing, but the 
goal still was a little distance 
away.
